~ SAN DIEGO — A marked increase 
in anti-Catholic activity has drawn 
the attention—and the condemna- 
tion—of the San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference. 


At a press: conference last’ week, 
Rev. E. Vaughn Lyons, conference 
president and pastor of the Mission 
Hills First Congregational Church, 
voiced his opposition ‘‘to activities 
which aim to mock, embarrass or 
degrade the Roman Catholic 
Church,’”’ a position adopted by the 
conference’s board of directors on 
July 16 after a three-month review of 
the situation here in San Diego. 


JOINING REV. Lyons were Dr. 
Charles Ballinger, chairman of the 
Ecumenical Conference’s social 
services and issues committee, and 
Father Dennis Mikulanis, associate 
pastor of St. Mary Magdalene 
Church and co-chairman of the 
diocesan Ecumenical Commission. 

Denounced by the. Ecumenical 
Conference were “‘insidious religious 
programs’’ being broadcast on radio 
stations KMJC and KECR, the sale 
of Chick comic books at a number of 


Bartholomew Brewer. 


Both Chick. Comics and_ radio 
station KMJC have been the subject 
of articles in recent issues of the 
Southern Cross, and pressure from 
Southern Cross readers forced KMJC to 
remove one of its anti-Catholic broad- 
casters from the air; however it still 
carries evangelist F. Kenton Beshore, 
who continues to offer ‘‘free’’ anti- 
Catholic materials to his readers if 
they send him a “‘love offering.”’

Bishop Walsh 
is dead at 90 


MARYKNOLL, N.Y. (NC)— 
Bishop James E. Walsh, the 
Maryknoll missionary who survived 
in Chinese communist 
prisons, died July 29 of a heart 
aliment at Maryknoll headquarters. 
He was 90. 


Bishop Walsh was one of the first 
four members of the Catholic Foreign 
Mission Society of America, 
popularly known as Maryknoll, to be 
assigned to China and was 
Maryknoll’s second superior general. 

HE HAD BEEN living in 
ment at the Maryknoll Seminary 


Arrested by the Chinese communist 
government in 1958 and accused of 
counterrevolutionary activities, 
including spying for the Vatican and 
the United States, he was sentenced at 
the age of 67 to 20 years in prison. 


In July 1970 the bishop was taken 
from the Ward Road Prison hospital 
in Shanghai and sent to Hong Kong 
and freedom. The official Chinese 
news agency said he was released 
before completing his sentence 
because of old age and ill health.

between those opposing and_ those 
favoring continued British rule there 
took the lives of four more men on 
Aug. 1 and 2. 


Two more prisoners on hunger 
strike at the Maze Prison near Belfast 
died within less than 48 hours. After 
the death of the first, a 600-pound 
land mine detonated under a police 
car killed two policemen. 


THE DEATHS of Kevin Lynch, 
25, a member of the Irish National 
Liberation Army (INLA), on Aug. 1 
after a fast of 71 days, and of Kieran 
Doherty, 25, a member of the 
Provisional Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), on Aug. 2 after a fast of 73 
days brought to eight the number of 
prisoners who have fasted to death in 
the last three months in an effort to 
achieve what amounts to political 
prisoner status. Six more are still 
fasting. 


Both the IRA and the smaller 


INLA are illegal organizations 
fighting to end. British rule in 
Northern Ireland. Imprisoned 


members of the two groups began a 
hunger strike on March 1 to compel 
British authorities to change prison 
regulations so that they will not be 
treated like common criminals: 


Two days before Lynch’s death, 
Bishop Edward Daly of Derry, 
Northern Ireland, appealed to the 
hunger strikers to end their fast and to 
the British government to treat the 
situation in the. prisons “‘as a most 
urgent and highly important problem 
that needs a lasting solution that will 
bring peace to the prisons and a 
lowering of tension in the 
community.”’ 


despite appeals from bishop 


ISHOP DALY ‘said’ there was 
evidence that the government ‘“‘has 
been guilty of duplicity in its relations 
with those seeking and working for a 
solution.”’ 


And on July 13, Cardinal Tomas 
O’Fiaich of Armagh, Northern 
Ireland, said proposals worked out.by 
the Irish Commission for Justice and 
Peace were the ‘‘one gleam of hope’’ 
for an end to the hunger strike. 
Members of the ‘commission had 
withdrawn from mediation efforts and 
accused the British government of 
misleading them. 


Doherty’s death provoked riots in 
Belfast, Londonderry, Armagh, and 
three other towns in Northern 
Ireland. In Belfast, a British soldier 
lost both legs when a rocket hit his 
vehicle during the night.

POPE TO VISIT? — Archbishop Josef Glemp of 
Gniezno and Warsaw, primate of Poland, said he 
feels sure that Pope John Paul II will visit Poland 
next. spring to mark the 600th anniversary of the 


arrival] in that country of the revered image of Our _ 


_ Lady of Czestochowa. The archbishop said that 
although ‘‘everything naturally depends on the state 
of his health,’’ he felt ‘‘almost certain that the holy 
father will come (to Poland).”’ 


PRESIDENT APPROVES— An effort by 
Catholic Relief Services (CRS) to purchase surplus 
food from the U.S. government for shipment to 
Poland has received the endorsement of President 
Reagan, according to Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia. Cardinal Krol met with Reagan at the 
White House and later told reporters that the 
president was ‘‘extremely interested’’ and ‘‘very 
eager’’ to do whatever he can to make the surplus 
food available to CRS. 


TREATED UNFAIRLY— An Italian- 
American’s complaint that he suffered religious and 
ethnic discrimination while employed by a county 
government agency in Des Moines has been upheld 
by the Iowa Civil Rights Commission. The 
commission ruled that Floyd Blasco had been 
treated unfairly and denied a promotion while a case 
worker for the Polk County Commission of Veteran 
Affairs because he was a Catholic and an Italian- 
American. It ordered the veteran affairs 
commission and the Polk County Board of 
Supervisors to pay Blasco $13,266 in damages which 
represents the salary increase that Blasco would have 
received had he been named executive director in 
197: 


COURT ALLOWS ABORTION— A three- 
judge panel of the Massachusetts Appeals Court has 
ruled that a 14-year-old girl may have an abortion 
without consulting at least one of her parents. A 
Massachusetts law allows an unmarried minor to 
request court authorization for an abortion if her 
parents have disapproved or she is unwilling to seek 
parental consent. Commenting on the court action, 
Father Peter Conley, communications. director for 
the Boston archdiocese, said, ‘‘The initial reaction is 
sincere compassion... for the 14-year-old-girl... But 
compassion must also be extended to the unborn, 
innocent child whose life has been judged 
expendable.’’ 
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“BASKETBALL PLAYER INDICTED— 
Richard Kuhn, 26, a former Boston College 
basketball player, and four other men have been 
indicted by a federal grand jury for alleged 
involvement in a bribery scheme to influence the 
outcome of Boston College basketball games during 
1978-79. Kuhn was the only player indicted in the 
case. The other four men made bets of up to 
$100,000 on the games. FBI evidence revealed that 
Kuhn was paid up to $2,500 a game to shave points 
in six games. 

REFUGEES GET SUPPORT — Salvadoran 
refugees seeking political asylym in the United 


States have a new advocate. At a press conference at © 


the Los Angeles Press Club, the establishment of a 
coalition of independent groups to support 
Salvadoran refugees who want to stay in the United 


‘States was announced. The coalition seeks to: 


reverse the U.S. policy of deportation, raise money 
for bonds to release Salvadoran refugees who are in 
custody and pursue a legal fight to keep the refugees 
in the United States. 


PEACE ACTIVISTS JAILED— Jesuit Father 
Daniel Berrigan, his brother Philip and six other 
peace activists calling themselves the Plowshares 
Eight received prison sentences for their parts in a 
break-in at a General Electric missile assembly plant 
last September. Judge Samuel W. Salus II revoked 
the defendants’ bail immediately. ‘“The bottom line 
is that the defendants violated criminal law and 
liberty has its bounds,’’ Salus said. 


UNIONS IN FIGHT— The Federation of 
Catholic Teachers (FCT) and the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT) are embroiled in a 
legal battle in which each side claims the other owes 
it at least $70,000. The Catholic Union voted earlier 
this year to disaffiliate from the parent AFT, 
because ’of its opposition to tuition tax credits. The 
action led to an AFT lawsuit claiming that the FCT 
owed it $70,000 in back dues. But the Catholic lay 
teachers’ group has countersued, claiming’ that the 


AFT reneged on a promise to return that portion of ~ 


the dues to fight for the goals of non-public schools. 


FEDERAL WORKERS EXCLUDED— In 
another effort to limit federal funding of abortions 


the House voted July 30 to end abortion coverage for 


government workers in federal health insurance 


programs. The sponsor of the measure, Rep. John 
Ashbrook (R-Ohio), said that Federal Health plans’ 


last year paid for 25,000 abortions at an average cost 
of $625 each with taxpayers paying 60 percent of the 
cost of federal health insurance benefits. ‘“Both the 
House and Senate have agreed to ban Medicaid- 
financed abortions, yet we have no ban on taxpayer: 


funded abortions for federal emplyyeesy said 
Ashbrook. 
SLAIN PRIEST EULOGIZED— Father 


Stanley Rother, murdered at his Guatemalan 
mission parish at the end of July, was eulogized 
during a congressional hearing on violations of 
human rights in Guatemala. In testimony presented 
to a joint session of the House subcommittees on 
human rights and on inter-American affairs, Mrs. 
Frankie B. Williams said Father Rother ‘‘was not an 
activist...He was a conservative...who only 
performed his bese’ duties and loved his people as 
they loved him...a wonderful, devoted priest.’ 
Mrs. Williams, a “medical secretary from Wichita, 
Kansas, spent four vacations at his parish at 
Santiago Atitlan helping in nutritional centers. 


IN-LAWS TO MARRY— Nobel Peace Prize- 


winner Mairead Corrigan will marry her brother-in- ’ 


law, Jackie Maguire, in Rome Sept. 8, her associate 
in the Northern Ireland Peace People Movement, 
Cirran McKeown, said. The deaths of three of 
Maguire’s children on a Belfast street in August 
1976 led Miss Corrigan and Betty Williams, also a 
Nobel Peace Prize-winner, to form the peace 
movement. Maguire, 39, and his wife Anne, Miss 
Corrigan’s sister, emigrated to New Zealand but 
returned to Belfast, where Mrs. Maguire committed 
suicide 19 months ago. 


PEACE PRIZE NOMINEE — Lech Walesa, 
leader of the independent Solidarity union 
movement in Poland, was nominated for the 1981 
Nobel Peace Prize by a labor organization and a 
human rights group in Latin America. Argentinian 
Adolfo Perez Esquivel, head of the Service for Peace 
and Justice in Latin America and winner of a Nobel 
Peace Prize himself, made the nomination from 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, saying that the struggle of 
Polish workers for freedom was personalized by 
Walesa.

SECOND SURGERY SET — Pope John Paul II 
s ‘‘clinically cured’’ of a viral infection and will 
probably undergo a second operation within a week, 
his physicians said August 1. The 61-year-old pope 
no longer has any symptoms of the infection which 
brought him back to the hospital June 20. 


Dr. Emilio Tresalti, chief medical officer at the 
hospital, said the operation on the pope for reversal 
of a temporary colostomy would take place 
‘probably within a week.’’ He said he was 
‘‘perfectly convinced’’ that the pope would ‘‘recover 
his full physical efficiency’’ within a month or two 
after the second operation. The pope is expected to 
remain at the hospital for one or two weeks after the 
operation and then go to the papal summer 
residence in Castelgandolfo, Italy, until late 
September or early October. 


PAPAL STAND-IN— Cardinal William W. 
Baum, the highest ranking U.S. prelate in the 
Roman Curia, met with the pope at Rome’s Gemelli 
Polyclinic where the pope was recovering from a 
viral infection. Vatican Radio reported Cardinal 
Baum, prefect of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
Catholic Education and former archbishop of 
Washington, stood for the pope at the traditional 
First Saturday recitation of the rosary in the 
Vatican’s Proline Chapel August 1. 


PRINCE CONGRATULATED— The pope 
sent congratulations to Prince Charles on_ his 
marriage to Lady Diana Spencer and a Catholic. 
prelate participated in the wedding service of an heir 
to the English throne for the first time since the 17th 


century. In a telegram to the prince, the pope said, 


“I pray that almighty God will bestow | upon both of 
you his richest blessings of peace and joy in many 
happy years of Christian married life.’’ Cardinal 
George Basil Hume of Westminister offered a prayer 
during the wedding. 

CHURCH’S RIGHT ARM— Catholic 
newspapers in the United States should emphasize 
the teachings of the pope and the bishops more 
strongly instead of concentrating on controversy in 
the Church, said Sister Mary Kathryn Mayer, a staff 
aide who works for the English-language edition of 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican newspaper. 
Catholic papers in the United States are “‘not united 
in one heart and one soul with the pope, and that 
grieves me,’’ said Sister Mayer. It is ‘‘so obvious’”’ 
that Catholic newspapers should be the ‘‘right arm”’ 
of the Church.

stands out in Church statistics

VATICAN CITY (NC)— There 
were 763,644,000 Catholics in the 
world at the end of 1979, according to 
the latest Statistical Yearbook of the 
Church issued by the Vatican. 


The 1979 yearbook, which went on 
sale in July, said that the numbér of 
Catholics in 1979 was 24,214,000 
more. than the previous year. Since 
world population grew at roughly the 
same rate, the percentage of Catholics 
in the world remained the same, 17.8 
percent. 

THE YEARBOOK noted a net 
increase in the number of diocesan 
priests in the world in 1979; this was 
the first increase since 1970, when the 
Vatican began publishing annual 
statistics in an organized format. 


The 1979 figures showed slight 
decreases in the numbers of Religious 
priests’ and Brothers. They also 
showed a loss of 10,000 nuns in the 
world; those totals dropped from 
984,782 in 1978 to 974,742 in 1979. 

The loss of 10,000 Sisters during 
the year followed the trend of previous 
years. In 1976, 1977, and 1978 the 
annual losses, respectively, had been 
about 12,000, 11,000, and 10,000. 

The new yearbook showed large 
increases in the number of permanent 


deacons and catechists in the 
world— 20 percent more deacons 
(6,676) and 14 percent more 
catechists. Beier 


North American Catholicism stood 
out in several areas of the statistics: 


° A notably higher percentage of 
its baptisms were adult baptisms than 
was the case in Europe or Sates and 
South America. ; 


° It had the highest rate of mixed — 


marriages in the world except in 
Oceania. 

¢ It processed four out of five 
Church marriage cases that were 
completed throughout the world 
during the year. 


Adult baptisms—defined for the 
statistics as baptisms administered to 
anyone over seven. years .old—were 
highest in the mission regions of 
Africa (30 percent of all baptisms) and 
Asia and Oceania (each slightly over 
10 percent). 


In Europe less than one percent of 
baptisms were among adults, and in 
Latin America (including Mexico) the 


figure was less than two. But in North 
America—the United States, 
Canada, Greenland, Bermuda, and 
St. Pierre and Miquelon—seven 
percent of the baptisms were adult. 


IN THE WORLD as a whole, 
eight out of every 100 marriages 
involving a Catholic was a mixed 
marriage, that is, one in which the 
other partner was non-Catholic. But 


in North America the percentage was 
3329. 


In the United States, 222,666 
marriages were recorded involving 
two Catholics, while 126,548 involved 
a Catholic and a non-Catholic. 


In Oceania 46.4 percent of the 
Church-recorded marriages were 
mixed. The bulk of these occurred in 
Australia and New Zealand, both 
countries with Catholic minorities 
and substantial Protestant majorities. 

IN CHURCH MARRIAGE 
courts 55,943 out of 70,652 
annulments decided worldwide were 
in North America. Of those in North 
America, 53,646 were in the United 
States. 

The U.S. figure in 1979 was nearly 
a 20 percent increase over the 
country’s 1978 figure of 44,900 cases 
decided.

Did you hear me sigh? 

If you heard me sigh this past week, it’s because I have 
been holding my breath since May—so to speak—and 
finally was able to relax. 


A sword, so big it defied belief, had been hung over the 
head of Southern Cross. I kept telling myself the worst would 
not happen, and trying to remind myself that I am an 
optimist. 

The sword was a 100 percent increase in our annual 
second class postal bill for Southern Cross. This increase 
would mean that instead of expecting a small increase 
over the $28,000 paid this past year, we would have to 
pay the post office $56,000 to mail our diocesan 
newspaper. 


In 1971, the postal service decreed that second-class 
rates for non-profit newspapers, such as Southern Cross, 
would gradually —over a 16-year period —be raised to a 
point equal to profit papers, or be required to pay “‘all 
attributable expenses,’’ to use post office manual 
terminology. 

So, editors knew the postage bill was going to increase, 
in steps, for the next several years. 

While attending the annual meeting of the Catholic 
Press Association this past May, editors received quite a 
jolt. 

We learned that the Reagan budget cuts were going to 
hit the U.S. Postal Service, as well as other branches of 
government. We were told that the legislators indicated 
that all the money left to the post office would go to other 
subsidies and none to non-profit second class newspapers. 


_This meant that our annual postage bill for mailing the 
weekly issues of Southern Cross would jump to almost 


$60,000 a year at once, instead of Bredoaly over the next six 


years. ~ aes beisetidece 
I gulped and Benet iota sleep. I said ‘nothing: 
because things still had to be made specific by Congress. 
‘Then the Senate indicated no subsidy at all for non- 
profit newspapers. Things looked even worse; and the 
sleepless nights became more and more frequent. 


The House, hearing the many pleas for a gradual 
increase, passed a bill taking away only 10 percent of the 
previgdsly scheduled subsidy for non-profit newspapers. 


Maybe we could hope for a Senate-House compromise of 
45 percent. But then, the Republican-dominated Senate 
choice was no subsidy and the Democratic-dominated House 
was for 90 percent. 


Finally, we received word that the Senate-House 
conference committee had decided to recommend a full 100 
percent funding of the gradual increase in our second class 
postal rates. 

That’s when I sighed, long and loud! 

Now, with President Reagan’s budget having passed in

A celebration without equal 


As the crowd was leaving the theater, the woman ahead 
of me turned to her escort and said, ‘‘If only our Sunday 
worship could be like this, congregations would be lined up 
around the block!’’

Can’t we expect a certain ‘‘professionalism’’ from those 
who minister at our Sunday Eucharist? I don’t expect that 
every lector will be a Richard Burton or a Helen Hayes, 
but I do expect that he or she will be well prepared and 
skilled in the principles of public proclamation. And I 
expect a homily based on God’s Word to sustain me during 
the coming week. : 

I have a dream that our parishes will take seriously the 
Vatican Council’s pronouncement that “‘the liturgy is the 
summit toward which the activity of the Church is 
directed...’’ If liturgy is the ‘‘summit,’’ then we should 
expect quality and good taste in everything from the music 
and vestments to the lighting and the flowers. 


There is one final ingredient- which is key for “‘great 
theater’’ and that is the receptivity of the audience. When 
we’ve paid dearly for a ticket we want the play to succeed 
and we do our part to see that it does.

Persons and so on, but you talk as if He is someone 
you know and talk to just as we are talking.”’ 


That, of course, is what religion and spirituality 
are all about, but it amused her. All the same, she let 
me talk about God and I let her smile and in the end 
she said, wistfully, ‘‘I really wish I could believe in 
all that, it would make life so much simpler.’’ 


THE DESIRE TO BELIEVE is the first step 


toward belief, but I didn’t say that for fear of scaring 
her, but this time it was my turn to smile. She did 


not know it but she had uttered a prayer and there is _ 


no way that God didn’t hear it; no way that seed of 
hope would not take root in some way. 


One day, very possibly, she will realize that 
something is going on between herself and God, 
despite herself, and she may just be ready to decide 
to accept it and involve herself in it. It is easy to 
reject God when our idea of Him is nebulous and 
threatening —if He seems remote and judgmental. 
But once we are able to imagine Him as 
approachable and accessible, the thought of dialogue 
makes rejection out-of-hand more difficult. 


We cannot help feeling victimized and terribly 


powerless if the concept we have of God is of an 
impersonal juggernaut of justice pursuing its course 


with little regard for human life— which, basically, 
was my friend’s approach. But once we accept that 
there is a personal relationship, we can progress 
from bargaining to negotiation to conversation and 
finally to communication! 


COMMUNICATING WITH GOD in the same 
way aS we communicate with each other—even if 
what we are saying initially is ‘‘Hey God, I don’t 
believe in you’’—is what we call ‘“‘spiritual life.’’ 
People who talk to God, confide in Him, discuss 
their problems with Him, share their joys with Him 
and, one hopes, laugh with Him are, whether they 
know it or not, living a spiritual life. 

Sooner or later, they are going to find themselves 
listening for a response and finding it in the things 
happening to them in the daily course of their lives. 
Sooner or later, they will grow aware of a loving 
Presence and of the guidance of an intangible hand. 


And it does make life simpler, although not 
necessarily less difficult. We complicate our lives 
when we try to substitute other ideals for God and 
allow ourselves to be manipulated by our ambition 
to excel in art, business, or academics, or even 
personal popularity, to such an extent that we lose 
sight of the kind of people we are meant to be. 


The Lord triumphs over all 


August 9, 1981, Nineteenth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time. 1 Kings 19:9, 11-13; Romans 9:1-5; 
Matthew 14:22-33. 

A ‘‘death of God’’ theology was in vogue not too 
many years ago, but more often than not the 
contemporary experience is the absence of God in our 
everyday lives. Our three readings address 
themselves in a way to this same problem, but in a 
setting far removed from today. And in our second 
and Gospel readings, we find some intriguing 
exegetical questions as well. 


Our reading from First Kings takes us back to the 
ninth century before Christ. The prophet Elijah has 
confronted Jezebel, the Phoenecian princess who 
was married to King Ahab. Jezebel and her prophets 
had reintroduced Baal worship to Israel, and in a 
dramatic scene atop Mt. Carmel, the Lord has slain 
the pagans who had brought their corrupt religion 
with them. 


ELIJAH SUDDENLY finds himself a fugitive 
from the vengeful queen, and he retreats to a cave in 
the wastes of Sinai. Atop Mt. Horeb, where God 
had manifested Himself to Moses amidst earthquake 
and thunder, the prophet experiences God in the 
gentlest of breezes. 


Forced to flee for his life, Elijah knows the despair 
of being separated from the wrathful God he serves. 
But standing in the presence of the Lord once more, 
Elijah experiences a new side of God in the breeze, 
and sees a gentleness and mercy which strongly 
contrasts with the irate deity who drew blood atop 
Mt. Carmel. 


In chapters 9-11 of Romans, St. Paul, himself a 
Jew, agonizes over Israel’s failure to recognize Jesus 
as the Messiah who had been promised them. The 
whole history of Israel, the whole experience of the 
one true God revealing Himself to His Chosen 
People, the whole of their worship and scripture, 
culminates in Jesus of Nazareth, and yet so few 
came to believe. 


THIS TROUBLES the apostle with ‘‘grief and 
constant pain’’ in his heart, and he even speaks of 
giving up all he has received in Christ if only his 
brothers would come to faith in Jesus. 


Verse five raises some interesting questions: does 
Paul in fact call Christ ‘‘God’’? There are other 
places in the Pauline letters where the confession of 
Jesus’ divinity is explicit, but there is a very real 
possibility that this final verse in today’s reading 


might actually be ‘“‘Christ who is God over all, 
blessed forever.’’ 


We are faced with the same sort of interesting 
exegesis in our Gospel reading from St. Matthew. 
Here again the apostle, a Jew writing to Jews, uses 
the word ‘‘I’’ almost in the sense of the ego eimi, the 
“I AM”’ of the voice from the burning bush (Ex. 
3:14), the “I AM”’ St. John so often has Jesus say in 
his Gospel. 


THE SETTING IS right after the miraculous 
feeding of the five thousand. The disciples are in a 
boat in the middle of the lake. The dark is terrifying, 
a storm is raging, and they panic. Jesus comes to 
them, walking on the water, triumphant over nature 
as is the Lord of the Old Testament, and He says, 
pe leish hoy 


Peter accepts the challenge to test his faith, takes a 
few faltering steps on the water, and promptly starts 
to sink. How often the follower of Jesus is faced with 
that same situation today. The Lord calls, and 
caught in the terribly human predicament of faith 
versus doubt, we, too, start to sink. But the Lord is 
there: ‘‘Don’t be afraid. It is I.’’ |

the invitation to participate in the 
study, which will run from Sept. 6 of 
this year to June 6, 1982. 

THE HEART of the program is 
the book The Mystery of Faith: A Study of 
the Order of Mass, which is published by 
the Federation of Diocesan Liturgical 
Commissions. In 59 separate sections, 
it gives an historical survey of each 
element of the Mass, documentation 
from the Sacramentary, Roman 
Missal, and other official sources, a 
reflection and suggested discussion 
points. 

The experimentation, the question- 
ing and the disagreements that have 
invaded every area of the Church’s 
life, including the liturgy, since the 
Second Vatican Council, is really 
nothing new, observes Father 
O’Donnell. 


‘*Differences have been inherent in 
the Church from the very beginning. 


’ In fact there never has been a time in 


the history of the Church when there 
was perfect agreement, even among 
the apostles themselves,’ said Father 
O’Donnell. ‘‘Only under the Holy 
Spirit do we achieve whatever agree- 
ment we have.” 


‘THE LITURGY, he notes, is not 
a private thing but the prayer of the 
entire Church. Yet at the same it is a 
lived experience immersed in culture 
and time; the result is a tension 
between law and freedom, with a 
need to safeguard what is changeless 
and yet a danger of ‘‘becoming so 
specific that all legitimate freedom of 
expression is sacrificed to the letter of 
the law.”’ 


‘The Mystery of Faith’ 


? 


This ‘‘tension’’ was illustrated last 
month at the 42nd _ International 
Eucharistic Congress in Lourdes, 
France, when Cardinal Emmanuel 
Nsubuga of Kampala, Uganda, asked 


for an end to liturgical abuses and the 
“‘scandal’’ of those who ‘‘think the 
Mass is just a simple meal and that 
there is no need to adore Christ in the 
Eucharist.”’ 


The cardinal was most critical of 
the celebration of Mass in an irreyv- 
erent manner, devoid of appropriate 
gesture, symbol, and vestments. 
Within our own diocese, there is at 
times a diversity of liturgical practice 
which has caused many Catholics to 
wonder just what are the legitimate 
options, especially when they visit 
another parish. 

Among the questions often asked 
about the liturgy are the following: 


© Do we kneel or stand during the 


Eucharistic Prayer? ‘“The Ordo calls 
for kneeling, but in some parishes this 
is impossible because there are no 
kneelers,’’ said Father O’Donnell. 
‘‘But historically, standing was the 
posture for prayer; having the priest 
stand with his hands extended was 
originally the posture of all the people 
together.”’ 

© Does the congregation join 
the priest in the doxology? ‘“This is an 
abuse,’’ said Father O’Donnell. 


“‘The doxology is the prayer of the 


¢ Do lay ministers distribute 
Communion while the ordained 
ministers sit down and take a 
secondary role? ‘‘No. They only are 
to supplement when the ordinary 
ministers (priest and deacon) are 
impeded for any reason. But on the 
other hand those who distribute the 
Body and Blood of Christ should have 
played an active part in the liturgy. 
Should a priest suddenly appear in his 
stole and distribute Communion at a 
Mass where he hasn’t been a part of 
the worshipping community?”’ 


e Should anyone other than an 


a rt cin eatinagi ey 


ordained priest or deacon deliver the 


homily? ‘‘No, except in special 
Masses for children where it might be 
better for a catechist who is familiar 
with their mentality. This doesn’t 
preclude the laity from speaking at 
another time, of course.’”’ 

e Altar girls? “Women and girls 
are forbidden to serve, but this does 
not prohibit them from being lectors 
and special ministers of the 
Eucharist,’’ said Father O’Donnell. 
‘‘But the server is a representative of 
the community, and it makes little 
sense for a child to represent us, 
whether male or female. It would be 
much more proper for the community 
to be represented by an adult.’ 

e Intinction? ‘“This should be 
forbidden. The sign is eating and 
drinking. But it should be remem- 
bered that the whole Christ is present 
in the Bread or the Cup alone.’’ 

¢ Do the people ever join the 
priest in saying the Eucharistic 
Prayer, especially the words of conse- 
cration over the bread and wine? 
““Never.”’ 


“*Liturgy is the living expression of 
our faith. For a long time the liturgy 
was static, with every gesture and 
intonation governed by the rubrics,’’ 
said Father O’Donnell. “‘It is subject 
to constant change, but not radical 
change, and there is no need for 
everyone to do exactly the same thing. 


“Dancing with drums may be 
proper for the offertory in Africa but 
in the United States it is not a part of 
our own cultural experience. We need 
to have universal principles, but there 
should also be some leeway so that 
what is experienced culturally can 


_ find expression in the prayer of that 


local church,’’ he said. 
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Priest takes La Mesa woman ‘home’ to Kansas

LA MESA — An act of kindness, done long ago 
but always remembered, has paid a rich dividend to 
Mrs. Vera McCullough. 

About 15 years ago, Mrs. McCullough’s 
husband, Howard, said he was bringing a young 
priest home for dinner. The couple was then living 
in Chicago, where Howard McCullough was a vice- 
president with a major sporting equipment 
manufacturer. 

NEITHER OF the McCulloughs was Catholic; 
Howard McCullough’s first wife had been a 
Catholic, and after her death he saw that their 
children were brought up in the Church. 

The priest who came to dinner that evening was 
Benedictine Father Edwin Watson, now president of 
Maur Hill School in Atchison, Kan. Father Watson 
was seeking help in funding the school and in getting 
donations of equipment for the athletic program at 
Maur Hill. 

Howard McCullough was not only able to help 
Father Watson with his immediate needs, but also 
established a circle of friends in Chicago who 
supported the school. And over the years, a deep 
friendship grew between the priest and the 
McCulloughs. 

AFTER retirement, the couple moved to San 
Diego into an apartment complex opposite Mission 
San Diego de Alcala. Father Watson stayed in 
touch, and after McCullough’s death two years ago, 

‘ came out to California to visit with Mrs. 

McCullough on a regular basis. 

Not too long after that, Mrs. McCullough became 
a Catholic, something she had wanted to do for 
many years. She had a number of friends who 
attended the Mission; she joined them on a 

ef _ pilgrimage to the shrine of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
in Mexico City, and even went to Mass there. 

**T thought about becoming a Catholic more and 
more after my husband died,’’ said Mrs. 
McCullough. ‘‘But about a year ago, I was in the 
hospital following heart surgery and Father Edwin. 
came to visit me. He asked if I was ready to come 
into the Church and I said I was.’’

Natural Family Planning report criticized 


By John Maher 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Officials 
of two organizations promoting 
natural family planning criticized a 
report issued by the Population Crisis 
Committee arguing that natural 
family planning should be given lower 


priority than other birth control 
methods in government-funded 
programs. 


Founded in 1965, the Washington- 
based Population Crisis Committee 
and its funding arm, the Draper 
Fund, seeks to promote population 
control programs, including contra- 
ception, abortion, and sterilization. 


THE REPORT is ‘‘clearly a 
hatchet job occurring at a time when 
the issue of family-planning funding is 
before Congress,’’ said Lawrence J. 
Kane, executive director of The 
Human Life and Natural Family 
Planning Foundation. 


The Population Crisis Committee 
is ‘‘a major family planning lobbying 
group which is concerned that public 
funds may be siphoned off to natural 
family planning methods,’’ said Dr. 
Claude A. Lanctot, executive director 
of the International Federation for 
Family Life Promotion. 


The report argued that NFP is less 
effective than other methods of birth 


control and is not as widely used 
around the world. 


COMMENTING ON this, Kane 
said, ‘‘First of all, everyone admits 
that the method effectiveness, if you 
follow the rules, of NFP is 98 percent 
or better, comparable to other 
methods.’’ Older couples in which the 
woman is still within child-bearing 
age and who have decided against 
having more children have been very 
successful in using NFP, Kane said. 


In some cases, pregnancy when 
NFP is used is due to teacher error, 
either because the method has been 
taught incorrectly or because the 
couple has misunderstood the teacher, 
he said.

mentalist Protestant churches. 


Campus Crusade and Youth for 
Christ are aligned with El Cajon’s 
Scott Memorial Baptist’ Church, 
which at one time funded Mission to 
Catholics. Scott Memorial’s pastor, 
Rev. Tim LaHaye, is a local leader of 
Jerry Falwell’s Moral Majority. 


Brewer has since been disowned by 
the Southern Baptist Convention; 
LaHaye’s Scott Memorial Baptist 
Church is an independent Baptist 
church. 

A JUNE RADIO interview with 
Brewer over station KECR, which 
like KMJC is located in El Cajon, 
found the show’s host actually agree- 
ing with Brewer’s ‘‘outrageous distor- 
tions of the truth,’’ said Fathér 
Mikulanis. 


The priest has since lodged protests 
with the station management and the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion and has asked that Catholics and 
Protestants alike make their views 
known to the station, which is entirely 
listener-supported, when it makes its 
biannual appeals for money.

‘Yes, Lord, send me!’ she said 


This is the story of Patricia. Four years ago 
she volunteered her services for Christ, 
anywhere in the world. At age 26, well 
established as a counselor-for the mentally 
handicapped, she answered God’s call and 
said, ‘’Yes, Lord, send me!’’ And she offered 
her talents to the Lay Mission-Helpers of the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles. There were about 
20 in her class that year, men and women, 
young and old, married and_ single, 
professional and technical in background. 

The year’s formation over, Pat found her 
assignment to be a remote spot called Tamale, 
Ghana, the country on the underside of the 
bulge of West Africa. It is a hot, dry, 
uncomfortable part of a country which is 
poverty-stricken, politically uneasy, 
economically floundering and thirsting for 
faith. What was once the cocoa center of the 
world now finds itself a nation in need — of 
just about everything. Christians are a 
minority in a Muslim land. 

Pat arrived with her bag at the mission 
boys’ school where she was for three years to 
teach various subjects — and to learn to live in 
a culture where women are not readily 
accepted as teachers or leaders and certainly 
do not wear pants. She was paid, like all LMA 
volunteers, $60 a month. Feeding yourself is 
not too easy on such a stipend when the 
inflation rate remains steadily around 150 
percent and most things are on the black 
market. So a chicken costs around $25 and a

fish about $10 and you might pay as much as 
$1 for just one egg. Rice and beans become 
your staple diet, and even they disappear 
from the market occasionally. 

The charity of Mission Circles in a few 
parishes eased Pat's financial worries 
somewhat with checks from time to time. But 
not even they could help to cope with the 
tropical heat of Tamale, where it soared as 
high as 120 degrees and rarely dropped below 
95, where at times it is parched and dusty, at 
other times humid and sweaty. But Pat 
couldn't enjoy the luxury of air conditioning 
because it doesn’t exist there, and the only 
power is a generator switched on each evening 
to light the study rooms for the students. 

The days sometimes passed quickly, mostly 
slowly. She learned to live at the Ghanian 
pace, somewhat less hectic than California. 
She learned more about God and her 
relationship with God, about the image of 
Christ she was there to portray, about service 
to others—and she learned a lot about 
loneliness. 

Now, three years later, back from Ghana, 
lean, somewhat tired, she is praying and 
thinking about her future. We are delighted to 
have her back, as she is our own daughter, 
who has inspired us with her devotion to duty, 
her love of God and her determination. There 
are many like her, thank God, volunteering to 
go anywhere in service to the Lord. Have you 
ever thought about it? It’s a real challenge.

Maryknollers 
will not return

ALBANY, N.Y. (NC)— A priest 
who was among six Maryknollers— 
four priests and two nuns— who left 
El Salvador last’ May to avoid 
potential danger to their lives, said 
that they will not return to their 
mission jobs. But a spokeswoman for 
the nuns said they would go back. 


Maryknoll Father John Spain said 
that despite recognition by 
Salvadoran Church leaders of the 
‘““mportance of Maryknoll’s work in 
E] Salvador,’’ they are “‘unable to 
insure our safety in the light of the 
increasing activity of death squads’’ 
and recommended that they not 
return. 


Father Spain said it is no longer 
possible for him and the other 
Maryknollers to do meaningful work 
in a country where one is labeled sub- 
versive for housing visitors unknown 
to local authorities and where one’s 
life is in danger for allegedly saying 
Mass in an area controlled by the 
opposition. 


Involvement in any of those 
activities is ‘“enough to make one a 
target for murder,’’ he said. 


A spokesperson for Maryknoll 
nuns, Sister Maureen Meyer, said 
Aug. 3 that the two nuns, whom she 
would not name, intend to return.

Father Walsh, then 36, to be the first 
bishop of the vicariate of Jiangmen in 
south China. He was ordained a 
bishop on May 22 on Sancian Island, 
where the great 16th-century Jesuit 
missionary, St. Francis Xavier, had 
died. 

‘‘The task of a missionary,’’ Bishop 
Walsh said at the time, “‘is to go toa 
place where he is not wanted but 
needed, and to remain until he is not 
needed but wanted.’’ 


IN 1936 Bishop Walsh was elected 
Maryknoll’s second superior general, 
succeeding co-founder Bishop James 


A. Walsh (no relation), who had died 
in April of that year. During his 
10-year term as superior general he 
supervised Maryknoll’s first missions 
in Latin America and Africa and 
added the Philippines to earlier Far 
Eastern missions in Japan, China, 
and Korea. 

- During a pastoral visit to Japan in 
late 1940 Japanese officials asked 
Bishop Walsh to act as a_ secret

United States. He carried a message 


from the, Japanese prime minister to.

BEIJING (NC) — In an open chal- 
lenge to the Vatican 32 Chinese 
Catholic bishops assisted in the 
ordination rites July 24 for five new 
bishops whose appointments have not 
been approved by the Holy See. 


The four-hour ceremony took place 
at Immaculate Conception Cathedral 
in Beijing (Peking) and was filmed for 
Chinese television. 


AMONG THE FIVE ordaining 
prelates was Archbishop Francis 
Wang Hsueh-ming of Suiyuan, 
China, who was appointed in 1951 by 
Pope Pius XII but later joined the 
National Association of Patriotic 
Catholics, which does not recognize 
ties to the Vatican. 


The Vatican did not comment 
immediately on the ordinations. But 
after the December 1979 ‘‘election’’ 
and ordination of Archbishop 
Michael Fu Tieshan of Beijing, a 
venee spokesman announced that 

“‘the doctrine and canonical discipline 


of the Church do not permit consider- 


ing as legitimate an appointment that 
occurs without the consent or 
approval of the Holy See.’’

Too feeble to be perverse

NEW YORK (NC)— Brian de 
Palma, who last gave us Dressed to 
Kill, dips into politics in his latest, 
Blowout (Filmways), but not enough 
to get his feet noticeably wet. 


John Travolta plays a sound man 
working on an exploitation sex and 
horror movie. (The opening shots are 
this movie-within-a-movie, a maniac 
stalking coeds in various states of 
undress.) In order to collect some 
fresh sounds, he stations himself 
beneath a deserted bridge one night to 
record the wind, a hooting owl, and 
various other night noises. 


THE NOISE of a careening car 
catches his attention. Then he hears 
what sounds like a gunshot and the 
car goes out of control and crashes 
into a stream. He rescues a young 
woman (Nancy Allen) but not the 
driver. 


The dead man, he learns at the 
hospital, was the governor, a potential 
candidate for the presidency. A 
harried aide tells him to forget he 
pulled a girl out of the sunken car, 
arguing that it would serve no 
purpose to besmirch the memory of 
the dead politician and Travolta 
reluctantly agrees. He takes the 
heavily sedated woman to a motel. 
There he plays the tape over and over 
again and becomes convinced that 
there was indeed a gunshot. 


- Travolta sets out to discover what 
really happened, insuring that he and 
Miss Allen will become the next target 
for the villain (John Lithgow), who is 
now intent on covering all traces of 
the crime. 


DE PALMA’S consuming interest 
here is not mystery or paranoia or 
politics, but rather the same preoccu- 
pations that shaped Dressed to Kill—a 
fascination with the techniques of 
moviemaking blended with sadism 


and a kind of humor that is much too 
feeble and obvious to be lauded as 
perverse. 


So we have the usual thin and 
slipshod plot, the usual banal 
dialogue, -the usual stealing from 
other movies and such loving touches 
as intimate closeups of tape recorders 
and microphones at work and also a 
long look at a prostitute’s high heels 
drumming against a side of a stall ina 
ladies’ room while the villain garrotes 
her with a wire. (The villain, you see, 
wants to make the eventual murder of 
Miss Allen seem like a sex crime. And 
so, to make one murder safer, he 
commits two preliminary ones.) 


Perhaps nothing so well illustrates _ 


the lack of humanity, not to mention 
logic, in De Palma’s universe as the 
final scene in which Travolta, who 
was supposedly in love with Miss 
Allen, hands over to the sleazy 
director of the exploitation movie the 
tape recording of her death agony. 
What for? Why to replace the pathe- 
tically weak scream of an actress 
threatened in a shower, whom the 
director chose for assets other than her 
vocal chords. Funny? Moving? Judge 
for yourself. —

AS SOON AS the Vatican learned 
of the mistake it began checking all its 
postcards before selling them and 
demanded an immediate investiga- 
tion by the Italian State Printing 
Institute, where all Vatican stamps 
and postcards are printed. 


One plausible theory was that an 
employee in the printing house 
managed to sneak in a run of 
postcards on a counterfeit plate.
